A similar decision in the case 
of skilled workers would mean a 
cut in the pay of practically every 
railway worker in the country on

It is probable that the beginning of 
the American public school was iii 
Massachusetts. 
In 1635 the people of 
Boston assembled in town meeting, re­ 
quested Philemon Purulent to become 
schoolmaster and voted him .‘IO acres 
of land in part pay fur his services. 
The school begun bv Purulent later 
became the Boston Latin school and 
has had contiguous existence to the 
present time, 
(.tiller settlements fol­ 
lowed Boston's example and within 
the next ten years common schools 
were established in all the New Eng­ 
land settlements. 
In 1047 the gen­ 
eral court «»f Massachusetts ordered 
every town having .’Hi families to ap­ 
point a teacher, whose wages were to 
he paid by the parents of the children 
he taught or by the inhabitants in 
general. 
At the same time townships 
having Bk) families were required to 
establish

grammar school 
to 
fit 
youth for college. 
The law establish­ 
ing these two grades of schools laid 
the foundation of the public school 
system in the United Slates,

Only Outdoor Inauguration. 
The United States, although its cap­ 
ital is in a moio rigorous climate than 
those of many republics, is alone In 
having an “al fresco" inauguration. 
The first four Presidents were inau­ 
gurated indoors, and beginning with 
the third President, Jefferson, the in­ 
augurations took place Iii Washing­ 
ton. 
Monroe, the first President to 
be sworn in out of doors, chose the 
east portico of the capitol because of 
a dispute as to whether he should 
be igagurated in the house of repre­ 
sentatives or the senate chamber. Af­ 
ter a return to the indoor inuugura 
tion by Jackson, the outdoor cere­ 
monies were resumed.

To Prevent Steel Rusting. 
Steel which has become rusty eau 
be cleaned by brushing it with a paste 
composed as follows: 
Half an ounce 
of cyanide of potassium, half an ounce 
of castile soap, an ounce of whiting 
and water sufficient to form the paste. 
The steel should be washed after the 
paste has been applied, in a solution 
of half an ounce of cyanide of potas­ 
sium in two ounces of water. 
On the 
other hand rust may be prevented on 
steel parts by applying the following 
mixture with a brush, just as if it 
were varnish: 
One part caoutchouc, 
IG parts turpentine. 
These ingredi­ 
ents must be dissolved In a gentle 
iieat and then eight parts of boiled 
oil should be added. 
The whole is 
now mixed by bringing them to boll­ 
ing heat. 
This material may be re­ 
moved by the use of turpentine.
